A Wushipgtlon correspondent of the Hartrord
FEvening Post in cortecting some misstntements
respecling the Jormation of Mr. Lincoln's
Cablnet, gives chelate Presldent’s own version
a8 it was on cne oceasion stated by him in
ihe presence of several gentlemen from Qon-
pretiont, with partlonlar reference Lo Seoretary
Welles.
